examination of the problems which undeér- 
die efficient milk production, a speedy and 
marked improvement takes place in the dairy 
industry, the prosperity of the nation will be 
seriously retarded. It is scarcely too much 
to say that the cow who does not ‘ support 
herself ” is as serious a danger to the nation, 
and, in that sense, as complete a ‘‘ wastrel,’’ 
as the man who will not work for his living. 
No aspect, therefore, of the dairying in- 
dustry, from scientific breeding to the market- 
ing of butter, can we afford to neglect. It 
15 In regard to some facts bearing indirectly 
upon the Jatter that we now desire to write. 

The effort to establish winter dairying in 
Ireland has so far failed, and figures, drawn 
from comparisons ‘based upon our butter pro- 
duction during the current winter, may be held 
not to be sufficiently typical to command close 
attention. We think, however, that the 
relatively high price paid for butter in winter 
makes the facts we are about to examine of 
considerable importance, and that when, in 
the flush of the season, we have a big output to 
dispose of, some of the conclusions to be 
drawn from these facts can be fruitfully borne 
ir: mind for the advancement of agriculture 
and of those whom it supports—not all of 
them farmers. Our facts are well authenti- 
cated; and in what follows no interest is cou- 
sidered but that of the farmer. It is the aim 
of this page to help him to think for himself 
and to aid, with fact or suggestion, those 
Who also thirk for him. We have examined 
some most interesting figures dealing with the 
work of scores of creameries, and it is upon 
certain discrepancies and contrasts which have 
come to our notice that we ask our readers to 
focus their minds. 


How Mach Milk to Lb. of Butter. 


Perhaps the most strikir.¢ fact in the figures 
betoré us is the disproportion which exists 
yetween some creameries and others in respect 
of the quantity of milk required to make a 
pound of butter. We know of a creamery 
with a much higher turnover than the aver- 
age, Which can work up 1.81 gallons to pre- 
duce the pourd; whilst another, with a small 
supply, requires 2.25 gallons.. Now, quantity 
of output alone dees not account for these re- 
sults. A creamery with less than half the 
supply of the first one does nearly as well as 
it. with 1.84 gallons to the pound. A creamery 
with only about three-fifths of the supply of 
tgie secord referred to does better again. with 
é.21, and another with yet ‘a smaller supply 
works out at 2.09. Now, this problem of pro- 
duce is very complex. The manufacture of 
the butter is a factor in the result; but, of 
course, the richness or poorness of the milk 
sent to be manufactured is a primary factor, 
sio). This is affected by many subsidiary con- 
* ditions: the breed of cattle, their feedirg and

An Irish Example. 

Giving an account of how the mie trade of 
Northern Ireland had beer developed, Mr. 
Sydney Smith said they had tried to work on 
a voluntary basis, but found it was absolutely 
, wseless. A campaign was started .to en- 
courage the production of clean eggs.. The 
Committee was empowered to insist upor the 
loeal Councils putting into force the provi- 
sions of Section 28 of the Public Health 
‘Amendment Act relating to the sale of meat 
as made applicable to the sale of eggs. Pro- 
secutions followed with | salutary results. 
Within twelve morths of the passing of the 
Act Northern Irish eggs, instead of selling 2s. 
4d. below Danish, sold 4s. 6d. to 7s. above 
Danish in the North of Ergland. Their eggs. 
which usually slumped from July to Novem- 
her. had found a market throughout the year. 
What could be done. in Northern Ireland 
could be done in Englard, but they did not 
want to adopt milk-and-water methods. It 
was in Ireland an offence to sell or offer a 
dirty or stale egg, and a bill for compulsory 
purchase by weight was te be ~irtroduced. 
The farmer had no more right to sell a bad 
eg. than he had to sell bad fish or bad fruit. 
‘Give the public a good egg ard they. will 
demand eggs all the vear round,” concluded 
Mr. Smith. 

Kqually good results _ have attended the 
operation of the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Act in the Irish Free State. although it has 
only beer in force since last July.

The number of pigs exported from Ireland 
to Great Britain in 1925 was only 58,585, or

businesses realise the necessity for meeting 
competition by efficiency. Of the majority 


of co-operative creameries this is true, 
too, but farmers require to remember 
again and again that if they desire, 


as we presume co-operating farmers do. so to 


‘the general care bestowed upon them, and 
(especially in winter) the climatic or weather 
conditions. It would be easy to jump to hasty 
and rash conclusions, but two refererces are 
" obvious: Some of the cattle which contribute 
> to the low. results are not. ‘‘ pulling their 
weight,” even if, as is not probable, they 
“turn the scale ” at a satisfactory figure on 
the weighbridge! It behoves the farmer ‘o 
a*cettain which are the wasters amongst his 
herd, and to attend to them. He must mend 
. or end this drain on his resources. If any 
proof were needed that there must be serious 
discrepancies in the mere matter of the 
percentages of butter fat in the milk ths 
could also be illustrated from ‘he figures 
They go as high as 4.6 
per cent., as low as 3.5, and we have no 
doubt that if we had the individual tests of 
the suppliers before us differences would be 
revealed which might relatively be considered 
enormous, 

Penny Wise Policy. 

Now, if the first deduction connects the 
results of dairy work with the cow and her 
owner, the second connects it with the 
creamery and its owner. This may be either a 
proprietor (or a proprietary firm), or a co- 
operative society. In either case, economy 
in working, careful management, and wise 
oversight are clearly the first essentials of | 
success, If the owners are a group of 
farmers the necessity for providing these 
conditions lies primarily on the committee, 
who must exercise skill in the selection of 
the manager and staff—whom they must pay 
adequately if they want adequate results. 
Proprietary firms are vot likely to neglect 
their own interests through a lack of fore- 
sight in providing theinselves with the 
proper staff, equipment, and other resources 
necessary to make their business a paying 
concern. Even in respect of these creameries, 
however, we hear of cases in which a ‘** penny 
wise” policy has had unfortunate reactions, 
both on the business itself and on the dairy- 
ing industry of the district, with as one 


consequence a cumulative depletion of the 
milk supply. But most modern compctitive 
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cortrol the industry as that they will find 
themselves in possession of a constantly- grow- 
ing demand ior their butter, they cannot 
afford either to neglect supporting the man- 
agemert with supervision and advice or to 
““economise ” by offering poor remuneration. 
In fact, the figures before us make it plain 
that, un es the milk supply is adequate, its 
quality suitable for separation and for butter- 
making (urder economical conditions), and the 
management efficient, the farmers will be 
driven from the industry of dairying by more 
skilled competitors. 

A estion of Management. 

This question of management is 
brought out by certain prices which we have 
recertly seen. It is possible, perhaps, to over- 
rate the importance of the exact decimal point 
of a penny paid to a farmer for his milk, 
thoueh this is his final test. But it is scarcely 
pessible to emphasise unduly the necessity for 
keeping his produce at the top of the market, 
and a good price is the proof that he does so. 
Now, we find that last month prices urder 
properly comparable conditions in one 
creamery rose to an average of two hundred 
and ten shillings ard fell in another as low 
as one hundred and sixty-nine, so that the 
better paid product beat the worst by over 
£2 per cwt.—say, 25 per cent. In other com- 
parable cases there was a steeper descent from 
the best to the worst, 254s. ard 200s., respect- 
ively, being prices listed to our knowledge. 
These were, naturally, the widest variety in 
the prices paid to the suppliers, which rose as 
high as 10.93d: per gallon in one creamery 
and fell as low as 6.75d. in another. Quite 
clearly, payment at the last quoted rate will 
rot continue once the supplier realises that 
the average must have come out at a figure 
near 9d. Whether this loss is due to a small 
supply, to inefficient methods (either in the 
manufacture, the marketing or the general 
management and oversight), or to “ profiteer- 
ing’’ or to leakage, we do rot-know. The 
particular case calls for inquiry, but that is 
not our concern. But this is every farmer’s 
concern: Discrepancies so wide must cease, or

A GROWING INDUSTRY. 


In view of the healthy effect which the 
Agricultural Froduce (Eggs) Act has already 
produced on the market for Irish eggs, special 
efiorts are being make by the Department of 
Lands and Agriculture to induce more people 
to breed poultry. Poultry keeping is an in- 
dustry which can. be developed amongst all 
classes of farmers without using an extra acre 
of land., County committees of agriculture 
ait. being urged to increase the number of 
poultry stations under their control, and there 
is also a move towards increasing the number 
of poultry instructresses. In this way fowl 
ot a profitable type will become better known 
aud more. widely distributed. 


The Egg-Laying Test. 


Another proof of the fact that the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture is alive to the 
importance of ~« ultry keeping is the fact that 
the scope of the egg laying competition at the 
Munster: Institute, ‘Cork, is to. be enlarged. 
‘The number of pens will be inereased from 
68 to over 100, the object being to test the 
laying powers of: additional breeds. At pre; 
sent when the number of pens ‘is limited, each 
exhibitor is confined to one or two breeds. 
If, as I understand, there are to be more 
pens, a larger number of breeds will be re- 
presented. “his will add to the interest of 
the laying competitions, and help to develop 
what is likely to be one of our leading agri- 
cultural industries. White Leghorns and 
White Wyandottes have hitherto been leading 
time after time. and any extension of the 


competition should prove an undoubted boon. 


Poultry Houses Wanted. 


There is one serious drawback to the 
development of poultry keeping generally— 
that is the lack of suitable housing accommo- 
dation. In many narts of the country, and

urgent need for something in the way of 


small Joans for the erection of poultry houses. 


Sums of up to £10, if lent for work of this

that there should be an Egg Association in 


every parish. All parish societies. would col- 


lect. eggs and send them to a county federa- 
tion, where they would be tested, graded, 
and packed under the conditions of the Agri- 
culture Produce (Eggs) Act,’ and be marketed 
The ‘‘higgler’’ would thus be dis- 
pensed with, and producers would obtain 
fair valué for their eggs. By this means it 
is possi.e to bring the value of our export 
egg trade from four millions up to ten mil- 
lions. Co-operation of this description seems 
to be the logical conclusion of the Eggs Act. 

Attached to these little parish societies, 
credit societies might be formed for the pur- 
pose of providing small loans to members. 

There is no reason why my suggestion with 
regard to small loans for the erection of 
poultry houses should not also apply to pig- 
geries. Small holders are the people most 
concerned, and amongst the most lucrative 
branches of farming are poultry and pig 
keeping.

Too much stress cannot be placed upon the 
beneficial effect of the ridge and furrow 
system for laying down land that has proved 
itself to be difficult to drain, especially if of 
such variable soils. These ridges can be 
raised quite 12 inches, and a shallow mole up 
the furrow will convert a really bad field into 
one that will hear sheep ar.d cattle all through 
the year, besides adding to the superficial 
area considerably. 

‘'his operation has been adopted in many of 
our best old Midland pastures, but few men 
to-day have any idea how to do it when lay- 
irg down land to grass. The previous plough- 
ing when cleaning the land, perhaps four or 
five of them, must always begin at the same 
place, and it is quite easy to get the ridges 
high, and the furrows lower each time. It is 
wise to keep, the furrows nicely rounded in 
concave form to prevent the casting of sheep, 
and to allow the easy passage of machinery, 
such as mowers and hay sweeps, etc. — 

Upon very wet, heavy, impervious soil 
which has been already put down to grass 
upon the ordinary stetch, or flat, furrows can 
be ploughed out im the late autumr, and then 
the furrows turned back again in the spring 
and rolled down to allow the grass to. grow 
again quite successfully. 


‘CANADIAN CATTLE 
INCREASING. 


The number of Canadian cattle received on 
the farms of Great Britain for further feeding 
during 1925 was greater than in the previous 
year. Some 82.540 cattle consigned as stores 
were imported from Canada during the year, 
but about 50,000 of these were slaughtered on 
arrival,’ so that only about 32,000 were 
ge out of the landing places to farms. 

n 1924 the number arriving consigned as 
stores was 45.853 and the number licensed out 
for further feeding was some 14,500, so that as 
compared with 1924 more than twice as many 
Canadian cattle have been seen on British 
farms this year. From the beginning of June 
until the end of the year cattle consigned as 
stores have arrived fairly regularly, the num- 
ber received each week, with the exception of 
three weeks, lying between 1,500 and 3,400, 
the total during the seven months being 
66.757, or 81 per cent. of the total for the 
year.

MRS. PURCELL’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Kathleen Purcell, wife of the accused, 
Patrick Purcell, recalled the arrival home of 
her husband at about 4.35 o'clock a.m. on 
the 9th of June. She said that she heard 
the study window being opened, and a few 
minutes later the doctor entered her room 
undressed. She remarked that it was a nice 
hour for him to be coming home. When

between 25s. and 30s. thet day. 

Cross-examined by Mr. White, she said 
that she also saw the automatic pistol in the 
drawer at about mine o'clock on Monday 
evening, the 8th of June. 

Denis Keegan, who drove Dr. Purcell’s 
Swift two-seater car from the Shelbourne 
Hotel io Blessington, in order to ascertain 
the time in which the distance might be 
covered, said that it occupied an hour and 
ten minutes. 

Arthur Hennessy, publican, Blessington, 
having deposed to giving Dr. Purcell a loan 
of £2 on the 9th of June, the case for the 
defence of Dr. Purcell closed. 

PRISONER GIVES EVIDENCE. 

Leo Dillon was then examined by Mr. 
Sheehy. He told the jury that’ he was 25 
years of age and unmarried, and that in 
June last he was a Superintendent in the 
Civic Guard. He described how he met 
“Honour Bright”? and “Bridie ” .at St, 
btephen’s Green on -he morning of the 9th 
of June, and admitted having given mone 
to the first-named. He had no quarrel wit 
her, he said, and she went away with Wood- 


roofe, the taxicab driver. As the taxicab 
driver drove off he thought that he saw 
pitting in the back a man who was grey- 
haired, or wore a grey hat or cap. He had 
no revolver on that night, and was quite 
sober, although he had a number o” small 


whiskeys and several drinks of stone beer. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, the wit- 
ness stated that he had been in the Free 


State Army, and previously in the British 
Army. Originally. he wis studying 
medicine in Cork University, but 
did not qualify as a doctor. His primary 
object in travelling to Dublin on the evening 
of the 8th of June was to consult one of the 
beads of the Detective Division, but he didnot 
arrive in time to see him. He admitted 

improper relations with ‘‘ Honour Bright,” 

but denied all knowledge of the murder. Dr. 

Purcell and he did not pass Leonard’s Corner 
on their way home; they went by Rathmines. 

COUNSEL’S SPEECHES. 

This closed the case for the defence. 

Addressing the jury, Mr. O’Connor, K.C., 
protested against Mr. Carrigan’s description 
of the accused men as moral degenerates. 
Was it, he asked, because they, men of educa- 
tion, who had been medical. students at one 
time, tiring of the dulness of village life on a 
warm June day, had come to Dublin, and 
had gone on a spree, and had fallen victims, 
as men had fallen victims from the beginning 
of ume, to the lure of wine and women, that 
they were to be stigmatised as moral degene- 
iates? There was no justification, he said, for 
the intemperate language.of counsel for the 
State, although it was used probably in the 
heat of advocacy. 

Mr. O'Connor went on to criticise the evi- 
dence in detail, and submitted that it was 
quite impossible for the prisoners to leave St. 
Stephen’s Green at about ten minutes to four 
o'clock on this morning, carry. off “ Honour 
Bright ” to Ticknock, murder her, and arrive 
home, as it Was stated that they did, at 
about 4.30 o'clock. He suggested that this 
girl of the town had blundered somehow when 
she had fallen into the hands of the police, 
as she must have fallen into the hands of the 
police, and that she was murdered by some of 
those sinister societies that had arrogated to 
themselves the power of life and death. 

Replying for the State, My. Carrigan repu- 
diated and ridiculed the suggestion that the 
murdered girl was the victim of a vendetta, 
Plitical or otherwise.

HELP FROM LOCAL 
COUNCILS. 
————£ 


“There will be no trouble in securing as 
many visitors for this country during the 
coming season as we are capable of accom- 
modating. The work of preparation to en- 
sure satisfactory treatment is the important 
matter, and it is the duty of the Irish Tourist 
Association, as the only body capable of 
doing so, to ensure this satisfactory treat- 
ment.’’ This opinion was expressed by Mr. 
M. F. Keogh, general manager, Great 
Southern Railways, at the monthly meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Irish 
Tourist Agsociation in Dublin, at which Mr. 
J. C. Foley, president of the Associated 
Ci:ambers of Commerce, presided. 

Encouraging reports were received regard- 
iug the result of the Association’s appeal to 
local councils to allocate special rates for 
tourist development purposes, and the 
opinion was expressed that the financial 
results would come up to the requirements of 
the Association. 

It was noted with pleasure that the appeal 
had the approval of the Minister for Local 
Government, and Senator Kenny, chairman 
of the General Councjl of County Councils, 
expressed the opinion that notwithstanding 
the present heavy liabilities with which the 
county councils were faced the reproductive 
nature of the expenditure, such as was sug- 
gested, would appeal to all councils. 

Reports on prospects for the coming season 
showed that the big difficulty to be faced was 
in the satisfaction of visitors rather than in 
their attraction. In view of the importance 
of this matter it was decided to reconvene 
the conference of hotel proprietors, held last 
December, in conjunction with the annual 


general meeting of the Association in April.

Two of the 
speakers complained of hunger. 

“NO POWER.” 

The Chairman of the Board regretted that 
tie Guardians had no power to grant relief 
to the unemployed. 7 

It was agreed that the Guardians should 
MEsa a deputation to approach the County 
,/ouncil and make the necessary represehta- 
tions, with a view to having Section 13 of 
the Local. Government. Act, 1898, put’ in 
operation. 

RUSH FOR THE GATES. 

The deputation then withdrew. . When they 
informed their comrades outside of the result 
there wer cries of dissatisfaction. A placard 
was displayed, with the inscription: ** Must 
we starve while waiting for work? ”’ 

A rush was made for the gates. The men 
shouted that neither the Guardians nor they 
would leave the place until relief was forth- 
coming. They then crowded the passage to 
the Boardroom, so that the Guardians could 
not get out. 

The Chairman appealed to the men to go 
away and wait until the Guardians could have 
the matter considered by the County Council, 
but the crowd said that they would not leave 
tili they got relief. 

MOB PACIFIED. 

At length Mr. Cullen induced the leaders 
to listen to him. He pointed out that the 
men were only injuring their cause by their 
present action. This suggestion had an effect 
with the crowd, and after a few moments’ 
further eonsultation they allowed the 
Guardiga® to go home.

FRENCH - FINANCE. 


THE CHAMBER'S: 
DECISION,

The decision taken Yesterday evening by 
the Chamber to start its discussion of the 
articles of the Finance Bill in the middle, 
instead of at the beginning, is enough to 
make a thinking Frenchman despair of his 
country. The jal situation. is .ad- 
mittedly grave. M. Briand, the Prime 
Minister, made an eloquent. appeal to the 
Chamber yesterday to prevent it from 
becoming worse by passing without delay the 
taxation which would provide the Treasury 
with funds, and leave until later the most 
contentious part of the bill, that which deals 
with » fiscal reform, and cannot  pdssibly 
become effective for at least six months. He 
insisted that prompt measures were required. 
Having said this,*he accepted with a smile 
the decision of the Chamber to do the exact 
opposite. 

The bill consists of three sections, under 
the following titles:—(1) New sources of 
revenue; (2) Economies; (3) Adjustment of 
existing taxation. The Chamber decided to 
take the third section first, It is the longest 
of the three—it contains 43 articles—and by 
far the most intricate. The motion to take 
it first was due to Socialist influence. The 
Socialists do wot care for the new taxes, but 
set great store by the prcposed fiscal reforms, 
which do not iinvolvé any new taxation; but 
tend to increase the incidence of the present 
incume« tax and succession duties. [f the 
reforms are approved by the Chamber, ‘the 
Socialists will accept the new taxes, but, if 
the reforms are rejected or are amended out 
of existence, they intend to throw the bill 
over and to leave the responsibility for passing 
the taxation clauses to other parties. This is 
the object of the maneuvre. 

To-day the Chamber. actually got as far as 
to open the discussion of the articles’ of the 
hill, beginning at Article 58, the first of Sec- 
tion ó, but before doing so it had first to dis. 
card three rival bills, which wasted a certain 
amount of time. By the end of the afternoon 
sitting it had dealt with exactly one article, 
three paragraphs of which had been passed, 
and the fourth referred back to the Com- 
mittee. Section 3 consists of 43 Articles. . At 
the present rate of progress it. will take at 
least a week to work through this section, 
and another week will probably be required 
for the two preceding ones, provided that 
nothing else occupies the time oí the 
Chamber. To-morrow only the morning sit- 
ting will be devoted to finance. It is, there- 
fore, most unlikely that the: Finance Bill will 
be sent up to the Senate before the end of 
the month. The Senate will probably reject 
large portions. of it and give it quite a 
different form. Then the Chamber will have 
to start again. i 

Meanwhile the Budget will be kept wnif- 
ing for the regular estimates; for receipts 
have not yet been examined. This would be 
the ordinary course. _ In.view,of the necessity 
of providing the Treasury with funds, how- 
ever, it is to be hoped that some way will be 
found to expedite the passage of the bill, 


LISBON REBELS 
SURRENDER. 


SHORT-LIVED REVOLT: 
AN ARTILLERY DUEL. . 
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Fpeoi “ Tue Tirwes’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 


IISBON, Tuesday. 

A revolutionary movement bróke out in the 
early hours of this morning, when an at- 
tempt was made to seize the barracks of the 
Republican Guard at Campolide, in the 
Northern outskirts of Lisbon. The authori- 
ties had received timely warning, and a 
number of arrests were made. 

The belief. that the revolution had fizzled 
out was rudely shattered, about six o'clock 
this evening, by gunfire from the other side 
ot the Tagus. 

It appears that a regiment of artillery, 
stationed at Vendas Novas, obliged the raul- 
way authorities to convey them by special 
train to Barreiro, whence they marched to, 
and took up position at, Almada, which is 
directly opposite the city. Thence they sent 
au ultimatum to the Government, calling 
upon it to resign under threat of a bom- 
bardment of the city. 


GUNS IN ACTION. 


The Ministers of Marine and Foreign 
Affairs, who had now taken up headquarters 
at the Carmo Barracks, replied by ordering 
the guns at the Castle of Sao Jorge to open 
fire on the rebels across the Tagus. The 
rebels replied with shrapnel and common 
shell. 

About a score of shots had been fired, when 
darkness ended the duel. 

There was great excitement in the streets, 
but no disorder. Patrols of* the Republic 
Guard moved on the crowds which gathered 
to. watch the desultory artillery duel. 
Pariiament remained sitting discussing current 
affairs, the Minister of Justice being present. 


REBELS SURRENDER. 
Wednesday. 

The rebels at Almada, about 100 im 
number, surrendered unconditionally at 8 
o'clock this morning. The night passed fairly 
peacefully in Lisbon, although at 2.45 the 
rebels fired three more shells into the city. 
One shell set a house on fife, but the fire 
brigade promptly put it out. 
Early this morning rifle fire was heard 
across the Tagus, as the Government troops 
gradually surrounded the position of the 
rebels, whose stronghold was Almada Church. 
Finally the Government warned the 
inhabitants of Almada to leave their homes 
before 9 o'clock, as it intended to finish off 
the rebels by a heavy bombardment from 
Monsanto Fort, if necessary. 
The threat, with the knowledge that they 
were surrounded, produced the surrender oi 
the rebels.—({Press Association copyright.)

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HE House oí Lords last night, carried 
by 35 votes to 33 Lord Oranmore and 
Browne’s motion :— 

“That a Select Committee of this House 
be appéinted to examine the pledges given 
between 1920 and 1923 by Ministers of the 

Crown in regard to the completion of Irish 
‘land purchase, and to report whether 
those pledges’ have been fulfilled.’’ 

Lord Oranmore, at the outset, disclaimed 
any attack on the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment, but urged that the Free State's bill 
gave landowners less favourable terms 
than had been given to those of Northern 
Ireland. The Imperial Government had 
failed to carry out its pledges, and he held 
that landowners in the Free State were 
entitled to compensation for any degree 
in which their position was less favour 
able than it would have been under the 
1920 bill. He cited the case of a land- 
owner with £6,000 a year who now received 
| only £2,250. 

The Earl of Clarendon and the Lord 
,Chancellor repudiated any breach of faith, 
and the Lord Chancellor added that the 
Government thought that it had been 
unjustly attacked, and it must resist the 
motion.

PLEDGES UNFULFILLED. 

Lord Oranmore and Browne denied 
that he was making, by this motion, any 
attack on the Irish Free State. In : 
he said, Mr. Cosgrave, after the civil war, 
found himself in charge of the Government 
of the smallest and youngest of the Do- 
| minions of the Crom and in that capacity 
he thought it ought to formulate a scheme 
of Jand purchase. . The bill passed by. the 
Irish Parliament, however, was very . much 
less favourable to the Irish landowners than 
the measure previously presented to the 
Imperial Government, and passed, so far as 
Northern Ireland was concerned.

Jand purchase would be carried through, and 
in consequence of these pledges not: being 
carried out, serious losses, amounting in 
some cases to ruin, had fallen on Irish land- 
owners. He claimed that they were entitled 
to compensation for any ‘degree in: which 
their position was less favourable in regard 
to land purchase than it would have been 
under the bill. which, at. the time of the 
Irish Treaty, was before Parliament. 

For every £100 Irish landowners would 
have been entitled under the bill: introduced 
by the Government in 1920, and passed in 
regard to Northern Treland,’ to £82+ but 
they were only receiving £67 from the Irish 
Free State, and that was in favourable cases. 
He knew an intsance of a jandowner with 
£6,000 a year, who received only £2,250. 
He only asked for a committee to inquire 
into these matters, and see if justice was 
being done. The amount would not be large 
—only about £6,000,000 in 4; per cent.

THE GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 


The Earl of Clarendon said that the Jast 
speaker had moved that a Select Committee 
be appointed to examine the pledges given 
betweent 1920 and 1923 with regard to the 
question of Irish land purchase, and to report 
whether these pledges had been fulfilled. One 
was a pledge that the whole question oí 
Irish land purchase should be completed. He 
ventured to submit that that pledge had been 
fulfilled, inasmuch as the Irish Free State 
Land Act of 1923 had now become law, and 
another Act dealing with the same question 
was passed Jast year—namely, the Northern 
Ireland Land Act. 

This question was last discussed in the 
House on July 23, 1923, and the Earl of 
Birkenhead, who was not a Minister then, ex- 
plained the views that he took. not only of 
the pledge he had given two years earlier, but 
also of the bills which had in the meantime 
become law. He regretted that the Earl of 
Birkenhead was not present in order to ex- 
plain the views he then put forward. He had 
hoped that it might have been possible for 
Lord Oranmore to put off moving his motion 
until such time.as the Earl of Birkenhead was 
able to take his place in the House. Any 
statement of his views and. any explanation 
of the bills to which he had referred would 
have come much more authoritatively from 
Lord Birkenhead than from anybody else. 

He thought that the contentions of Lord 
Oranmore were, first of all, that the Conven- 
tion of 1918 agreed upon thé question of land 
purchase: secondly, that the Government had 
pledged themselves to introduce a bill to give 
effect to that agreement; and, thirdly, 
that the bill of 1920. did give effect to 
that agreement. Lord Birkenhead had stated 
two days after the truce of July. 1921, that, 
as part of a general scheme for dealing with 
the situation, and reaching a solution on the 
question of land purchase, this question must 
be dealt with, and dealt with upon the lines 
that the Government had already indicate: 
and that it would be dealt with on the lines 


laid down by the 1920 Bill. 
AN UNKEPT PLEDGE. 


There was, however, one pledge which was 
not kept, and never could be kept. The 
whole question of land purchase was not 
dealt with in the Articles of Agreement of De- 
cember, 1921, and it was.unnecessary for him 
to give the reasons why that took place. Lord 
Birkenhead, in his speech in 19235, made 1t 
quite clear-on that occasion why that was so. 
He could add nothing to what was then said. 
The question of land purchase was not 
included. It was understood, as between. the 
British and Irish representatives, that the 
pledges which. had ‘been given by the British 
Government were to be carried but by ‘thd new 
Government which was forthwith to be set up 
in Ireland, and the result of that agreement 
was what was known as the Jrish Free State 
Land Bill of 1923. 

It was contended, he thought, that the 
pledge which was given by Lord Birkenhead 
was to this effect—that the purchases should 
be on the lines of the provisions. of the 1920 
Bill, and that; as the 2983 Act was not 
precisely similar in its conditions te the Bill 
of 1920, that pledge had mot been fulfilled. 
He was authorised to say that the present 
Government, as, indeed, did its predecessors,
